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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment received 1 1/30/06 has been fully considered in preparing this Office 
action. Applicants' amendments have been entered. Claims 1-5 remain pending in this 
application. Applicants' amendments and the Remarks/Arguments have overcome the 
objections and rejections recited in the prior Ex Parte Quayle Office Action mailed 9/26/06.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a gesture-based input device for a user interface of a 
computer. The independent claim 1 requires a combination of features comprising a quasi- 
electrostatic field generator source (12) and a circuitry (14) connected to the electrodes (a, b, c 
and d) for determining a position of a part of the user based on a relation of four voltage signals 
of the circuitry; see figures 3, 4 and 6; whereas, the closest prior art, the U.S. Patents Nos.: 
5,454,043 issued to Freeman, 6,424,334 issued to Zimmerman et al, and 5,565,658 issued to 
Gerpheide et al, which teach gesture-based computer input systems and methods, which, either 
singularly or in combination, fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention.
